GREAT AMOUNT OF WOHK TO BE TONE 

So one can tend the report of the 
Park Comunission, however, without real 
ing. the great amount of work that 
reniaine te be due OF this, part af it 
onivht to be-dene at caice—the suener the 
better. The great oddition to the L’En- 
fant plan made by the Purk Commission 
was the development of the purk system 
of Washington outside of tts orptal: 
lnnits. ‘The heat of Washinewn in the 
Sumner was & crrcomataince that heared 
much in the detiherations of the Com- 
mission. ‘They thenupht that the high

In eastern Galilee also there are noble 
prospects of distunt Mermeou: nor ts there 
any coast scenery anywhere finer than 
that of the seaward slopes of Lebanon 
behind Sidim amd Aeirat, Bat Hermon 
and Lehanen (as already remarked) lie 
ovteite Palestine and would need a de- 
scription to themselves, Damascus, seen 
from the heights abewe, its glittering 
white embosomed tn orchards, is a marvel 
of heauty—a_pearl set in emeralds, say 
the Mushins. Petra, fae olf in the Arabian 
Desert te the senth, & a marvel of wild 
grandeur, with iis deep, dark gorges and 
towerng craigs: but these also Tie outside 
Palestine. 

THE SEA OF GALILEE

waters to sweet. Thence, too, he can 
(lescry, far aff among. the Wie hills of 
Math, the mountam top to which Balaarmn 
was brought to curse Israel, and where 
“the dumb ass, speaking with muun’s 
voiee, forbade the madness of the proph- 
et” (Numbers, Chapter XX; 2 Peter, 
Chapter 1). 

WILD MUSLIM LEGES DS 

Thesy scenes of marvel, all passing be- 
fore the ¢y¥e in & single afternoon, are 
but a few exumples of the leliefs assn- 
ciated with ancient sites aver the length 
and breadth of the country, All sorts of 
lerends have sprang ip ameng Muuslime, 
as well a4 Jews and Christians, the Mis- 
lim legends being indeed the wildest. For 
nearly every incident mentioned in the 
Old or New Testament a local site has 
heen found, offen one highly improbable, 
perhaps plant: onpossible, which never- 
theless the devout sre ready to, accept. 

The process of site-finding had begun 
hefore the days of the Empress Helena, 
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arid it goes ion still. (Qninte recently the 
Muslims have begen to: honor a cave. at 
the hase of Mount Carmel, which they 
held to have sheltered Elijah.) Nothing 
is miore natural, for the number of pil- 
grims goes on increasing with «the it- 
creased ease and cheapness Gf transyeor- 
tation, and sites have to be found for the 
pilgrim. 
CHHUSTIAN PILGRIMS 

The Roman Catholics come chiefly 
from Franer, bit they ate few compared 
with the multitude of Russtims, nearly all 
citnple peasants, ready to kiss the stes 
of every spot which they are told that the 
oresence Of the Virgin or 9 satnt has hal- 
nwed, 

To actornmenvtate those pilgrim swat, 
for besides the Catholics and the Ortho- 
dox, the other ancrent churches of the 
East, such as the Armenians, the Cugits, 
and the A.bysstnians, are alan represented, 
enutitless monasteries and lespices have 
been erected of and around Permsalem, 
Hethlehem, Nazareth, and other sacred 
spots; amd thas the aspect of these places 
has been se mexdernized that it is all the 
mare dificult to realize what they were 
like in ancient days, 

Jews have come in large: numbers: they 
have settled in farm colonies: they have 
hilt ap almost a new quarter on the 
north side of ol Jerusalem, Bot even 
they are net so much m evience ws the 
Christian qilurims. The pilgrim is mow, 
especially pt the times of festival, the 
daninant teatire of Malestine, [tts the 
only country, save Egyjit, perhaps - ever 
more than Keypt, toowhich men tock for 
the sake of the past; and it is here that 
the philosophre student cam best learn to 
appreciate the part which tradition and 
marvel have played in molding the minds 
and stimulating the religious fervor of 
imankane. 

WHAT PALRSTING, MIGHT DE 


Under a better government—a govern- 
ment which should give hotest actiins- 
tration, repress brigandage, diffise edlu- 
cation, irrigate the now desolate, because 
sun-scorcherd, valley of the lower lorkin
